, WAsniNGTON, April 9.—After almost a 
inonth of deliberation the United States 
^upromo court roudorcd Its* docisioii yo3- 
lorday iu the Inoonio tax oases, dociding 
^y I* dlrldod court tlio law to bo valid ex- 
cept Uii regards tho lucomo from rents and 
from muulcipal bonds, on which points 
»ho decision was that tho tax was uncon- 
igtitutioual. 
I ihero was only one member of tho bench 
nbscufi—Justice Jackson, who has not 
been able to be in attendance upon tho 
court since last fall, and who has not par- 
ticipated in the consideration of the case 
In any way. It Is to his absonco that tho 
even division of tho court on tho majority 
of tho propositions involved In tho case is 
Aue. If ho had been present such a result 
would have been impossible and tho opin- 
ions would have Included a disoussion of 
nil tho points involved, instead of only the 
two In rof?ard to the incomes derived from 
ronts and municipal and state bonds. 


There were only two minor decisions 
rendered by members of the bench when 
Chief Justice Fuller, after malting a few 
routine announcements, began to read tho 
court's decree iu tho case of Charles ^Pol- 
lock vs. tho Fanners' Loan and Trust 
company and others. Tlio delivery of tho 
opinion consumed an hour's time, and 
all present gave the closest attention. 


Tho body of tho opinion was devoted to 
the consideration of tho question from a 
constitutional point of view, and involved 
a vory elaborate deilnitionof tho meaning 
of tho phrase "diroct taxes," and also a 
construction of the constitutional require- 
ment as to apportionment. 
He said that 
under the constitution federal taxes wore 
divided into diiH3ct taxes and duties, im- 
posts and excises, and laid down the rule 
that direct taxes should under that in- 
strument be governed by the rule of ap- 
portionment among tho soveral states ac- 
cording to population. 


Heferrlng to tho question of direct tax- 
ation he said that it was not to be pre- 
sumed that tho framers of tho constitu- 
tion wore not men capable of appreciating 
they-wore ij^ng when they provided 
for the difToreniiatlon of imposts, excises 
and duties from other forms of taxation. 
They know perfectly well, for instance, 
that a tax on lands was generally regarded 
as a direct tax, and It was provided that 
direct taxes should bo apportioned among 
tho states, and Is therefore, as thus appor- 
tioned, practicable and just. TJie framers 
ot the fundamental law had before them 
more prominently than any other thought 
tho idea that taxation and representation 
should go hand iu hand. 


In supporD of that idea tho just revo- 
lutionary struggle Jiiul been made, and it 
had surely not been tho intention of tho 
convention that a state of affairs should 
arise which would niako it possible for 
any of tho states to combine for tho pm*- 
pose of extorting taxes from other stiites. 
Furtherjuoi'o, tho chief justice continued, 
the constitution was tho result of acom- 
l}romiso between tho states and tho federal 
government, whereby the states surren- 
dered the right of levying imposts, duties 
and excises, but It was ovident did not 
mean to transfer to tho general gove^ii- 
mont the right to levy direct taxes, except 
in cases of great emergency. 
This com? 
pact, the chief justice silld, had been ob- 
Borved up to tho time of tho passage of the 
act of August, ISUl. Tho court had reached 
tho opinion that this portion of tho law 
was Invalid and could not bo sustained» 


The same conclusiou wiis reachod In re- 
gard to tho provision for taxing state, 
county and municipal bonds, but into this 
question the chief justice did not go as 
fully as into that of the rent incomes. Ho 
said in effect that it was clearly novor in- 
tended by tho states to delegate authority 
to tho national congress to weaken thoir 
credit by providing a tax upon their In- 
Btrumontalitles and 
revoniio 
agoncies. 
Power to tax chesfs agencies must of a ne- 
cessity imply tho exercise of an iniluonco 
upon a contract before it was made. Such 
un oxeroiso of pov/er was repugnant to tho 
constitution, and, therefore, the portion 
of the law putting it into execution must 
also bo declared invalid. 


On the other points involved tho opinion 
4ld not venture, because of the even dl- 
ylslon of the coux*t* 


Judge« Field and Whlto read dissenting 
opinions. 
' It appears quite clear that Justices Ful- 
ler, Harlan and 'SVhlto voted to sus- 
tain the other parts of tho law, and tlio 
best opinion obtainable is that Justice 
Brown stood with tli,em in this opinion, 
which would leave Justices Field, Uray, 
Brewer and Shlras as the opponents of the 
law as a wliole. 


WASHINGTON, April 10.—Since tho deliv 
ery of the income tax decision attorneys 
and others interested in overthrowing tho 
tax havo been taking steps to test various 
parts of tho law iu further proceedings.

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PENNSVLVANIA LEGISLATURE. 


Oonntors Want to Kxtend the Session to 


June 13« 


HARRISBURO, April 6.—Tho hotiso WAS' 
in a good humor ycaterdny and cheerfully 
granted all tho special orders askod for by 
members auxlous to advance thoir pnfc 
luoasuroa. Tho requests for this courfcosy 
wore so numorous as to cause Speaker 
Walton to remark that senatorial courtosy 
was undoubtedly predominating in tho 
house. Mr. Niokell scourcd a special order 
for his proposition to amend tho constitu- 
tion to abolish spring elections, Tho cal- 
endar was clcarcdof the bills on first read- 
ing. aud tho house adjourned until Mon- 
day evening. 


HARinsBuna, April 8.—Tho sonato will 
resume business this ovoning, after a ten 
days* rest. At the samo time tho houao 
will commenco consideration of bills on 
socond reading. 
Tho sonato and houso 
calondars aro crowded with bills, many of 
which will never see tho light of day. Tho 
members are beginning to roallzo this, 
aud aro striving to get sperlal orders for 
their pot measures at the bottom of the 
calendar. 


Tho sonato education oommlttoo will 
give a hearing tomorrow afternoon to the 
Quakers, Duukards, Mennonltes and other 
opponents of tho religious garb bill. 
Tho 
same day tho houso committfeo on fish and 
gamo will hear tho opponents of the bill 
legalizing fishing with eol weirs aud ba>i- 
• kots at certain seasons Qf tho year*. Th'i 
house ways and means commlttoo Is still 
holding meetings on the now revenue bill 
The measure is approved-by tho state avi- 
ministration, and will be brought out t»f 
committee. It will novor become a law 
in tho form Iji which it was introduced. 


The date of tho flnal adjournment may 
be flxcd by tho leglslaturo this weok. Tli« 
Bonato wants to get away on Juno 13, but 
the house wants to quit a week or two 
sooner. If tho session should bo extended 
until June 13 it will beat tho record undor 
tho constitution of 1873 by ono day, tho 
sessloilof lSii5 having extended to Juno 12. 


HARRISBUHG, April 
9.—Tho order of 
business in tho house last night was son- 
ato bills on second reading. In addition 
to the senate measures which passed this 
stage wero house bills establishing state 
medical examiners and regulating tho 
practice of veterinary medicine and sur- 
gery; providing for tho omploymont of 
two addltio^ial draughtsmen in tho inter- 
nal alTairs department; incroaslng tho 
salary of tho deputy from 
to $3,0Ua 


annually. 
Tho bill increasing tho salary 
of tho superintendent of public printing 
from $i3,000 to $3,000 also passed second 
reading. 


The Woods bill provoked a long dis- 
cussion. 
It compels municipalities to 
purchase private water companies before 
going into the business of 
fm^nlshlng 
water. The bill passed second reading by 
a vote of 
to 63. 


In tho sonato tonight these bills woro in- 
troduced: To prohitjit prize fighting and 
to regulato boxing with gloves, imposing 
a line of $100 and imprisonmont not ex- 
ceeding throe months for prizo 
fighting, 
and limiting glove boxing contests fur 
Bciuntific points to six rounds; for the pre- 
vention of blindness, imposing a duty on 
all midwives, nurses or other persons hav- 
ing tho care of infants, and also on health 
oiHcers; to euablo citizens of tho United 
States and corporations chartered to hold 
real estate In this Btuito to hold antl con- 
vey title which has been hold by aliens or 
corporations not authorized by law to hold 
tho same; to prevent the salo of imitation 
butter. 


HAURTSBURG, April 10.—Tho legislature 
is taking a day off today to attond the 
launching of the steamship St. Paul at 
Philadelxjhia.

Tho bill to prohibit tho capturo for sale 
or barter of quail, partridges and wood- 
cock, and providing a stringent penalty 
for violation of tho proposed act, pasHud 
finally by a vote of lui to 33. Should this 
bill bccomo^a law it will provont tho serv- 
ing of these birds by rostaarauts and 
hotels. Tho bill establishing a state gamo 
commission also passed finally, as did bills 
requiring tho publication of ahorilT's sales 
notices in a Gorman newspaper of general 
circulation in tho soveral counties; regu- 
lating the construction, maintenance aud 
Inspuctlon of buildings and party walls \u 
cities of tho second class, and authorizing 
the sheriff of the city of Philadelphia to 
ndvortlse tho real estate in ono German 
ïiowspaper. 


In the senate a message was received 
from tho governor announcing tho ap- 
ï)olntment of John M. Walton, brother of • 
the speaker of tho house^ as controller of 
Puiladelphia.

Emperor of Germany, in recognition 
of the military and naval instruction 
given to the Japanese by German 
officers. 
This order, which was es- 
tablished by Emperor Mutshito, on 
December 27, 1887, is the highest in 
Japan, and consists of a single clas?. 
It is bestowed upon none but sover- 
eigns, members of royal houses and 
the Presidents of Republics. 


The Order of the Chrysanthemum 
has four emblems—the collar, the rib- 
bon of the grand cross, tho decoration 
itself and the star. 
The collar con- 
sists of four parts. 
Tho first shows a 
golden chrysanthemum blossom with 
a second blossom springing from its 
stem and eurrounded by a green 
wreath, bound with a fringed band of 
gold. 
Tho second part of the collar 
consists of a device formed of golden 
palm branches. 
The third part is a 
Rold chrysanthemum surrounded by a 
rich wreath of green leaves, and the 
fourth is an oval medallion of gold, 
similar to the second division ot the 
collar, but consiatingchiefly of Japan- 
ese characters. 


The ribbon belonging to the cross 
is covered with chrysanthemum blos- 
soms and leaves, and bears tho word 
"Meiji" in ancient writing. 
In color 
it is dark red, with violet borders.

Ordinance. 


A decision aflecling every town in 
Pennsylvania was rendered Wednesday 
last by Judge Scott, of Lehigh county. 


The case was brought by the borough 
of South Bethlehem against a New York 
firm for the recovery of a penalty for 
violation of a borough ordinance. This 
. ordinance required persons not engag- 
ed in permanent 
retail business in 
South Bethlehem borough, beiorc be- 
ginning thesale.of any Roods whatever, 
to pay a license Jee of ^50 a month. 
A penalty of not less than $100 is pro- 
vided for the violation of the ordinance. 


The defendants contended that the 
ordinance was in violation of the inter- 
state commerce law. 
Judge Scott de- 
clared the ordinance void because the 
act of 1893 does not limit the amount 
of the fine to be imposed, and further 
declared 
the ordinance unlawful be- 
muse it is in conflict with the rights of 
inter-state commerce.

T H E INSTITUTION SAKE. 


From Hanover Daily Rccord» Jlonday, 


The people of Littlestown woro thrown 
into a State of wild oxcitcmeut several 
daj'^s a^ro, when the news spread that 
there was a shortage in the mauaircmout 
of the Littlestown Savings lustitutiou, 
and that Ferd. Rahtor, a former citizen 
of that town, but now a resident of Balti- 
more city, had ''done" the bank to the 
tune of $25,000. 
After a thorough invcs- 
tigatiou, wo learned that the tronble was 
caused by the State Hank Examiner re- 
fusing to acccpt a largo amount of paper 
as cash assets. 
It was at lirst thought 
that $2ii,000 would cover all the trouble, 
but it will take $41,3S8.94 instead to cover 
Ferd. Iiahter*s fraudulent transactions. 
How Rahter worked himself into the con- 
fidence of Walter Lefever is not known,as 
the youug man had been warned time 
and time again by the dilTerent members 
of the Board of liircctors.» On last ]\Iou- 
day Bank Examiner iShefPer, of Harris- 
burg, inspected the books of the institu- 
tion, and found that Walter Lefever, the 
assistant cashier, son of James Lefever, 
the cashier, was carrying along a large 
amount of worthless paper, such as dis- 
counted notes, protested checks 
and 
drafts as cash assets, when in reality they 
were not worth the paper they were -svrit- 
ten upon, as all of it were cither signed 
or "backcd" by Ferd Rahter, who is worth 
nothing iinancially. 
Rahter scoured the 
money by »^kiting," as it is termed in 
in banking circles. 


Rank Examiner Sheffer found that the 
paper carried as cash assets amounted to 
just $41,8S8.!)4. 
The capital stock of the 
bank is $50,000, with a surplus of .$35,000, 
whicli after being used leaves the capital 
stock impaired to the amount of $1G, 
388.94. 
The undivided proilt on hand 
amounts to $507, which will also be used 
and will still leave the capital stock im- 
paired to the amount of $15,8;]1.94, Avhich 
the Directors had to make good, and 
which was done this morning bv six of 
their number: Messrs. George Stimesifer

ers, Dr. Bishop, Ab. Keagy and George 
Basehoar.
